the result that he would not eetid it to 
Chataworth. 


"Her grace U too hard for mo," he cried, 


drawing his pencil across her mouth oil 
tbe canvas. 


In 1783, however, a satisfactory portrait 


was completed. The picture passed into 
the Wynn E11U collection and was put up 
tor gale at Christie's In 1879.

The rope about his nwk, the hangman 


turni-d to get the hlaek cap, when Dur- 
rant whispered a request to be allowed 
to tupeak. It was granted. Then, with 
his feet on the- trap, the cord about his 
throat tied fast to the crossbeam of the 
gallows, the holy water of Ills baptism 
in the Catholic church on his head, he 
said these final words: "I desire to say 
that, although I am ah innocent man, 
innocent of every crime that luis been 
charged afiainst me, I iiuarno animo^uty 
towards those that have persecuted me, 
not even the press of Sa.n Francisco, 
which hounded mo to the grave. If any 
man thinks I a.m s;oitif,' to spring a sepn- 
eatlon I am not, except it if. a. sensation 
that 1 am an inraownt man brought to 
the grave by my persecutors: but I for- 
give them all. They will set their justice 
from thii great God who is Master of us 
all, and where I also expect to get Jus- 
tice, that is the justice of a.n innocent 
man. 
Whether or not the perpetrators 


of the crime of which I am charged are 
discovered It wiU make no difference to 
me now, but I say this day will be a 
«lvame to the great state of California. 
I forgive everybody who has persecuted 
me, an innocent man whose hands have 
never been stained with blood, and I go 
to meet my God with forgiveness for all 
men." 


The guards drew the black cap over 


Durrani's h-ead. As the descending- cap 
covered Ills face there was no change in 
the expression of the man. Hardly was 
the cap adjusted when the trap door 
dropped with its loud rattle, the only 
sound in the Intense silence. The body 
dropped, there was the sound of the 
tugging of the rope as It drew taut under 
the weight of the body, and that was all. 
A vibration or two, and the body hung 
at the end of the hemp quite hopeless. 
The elder Durrani gased steadily at the 
proceedings until that moment, then his 
head fell forward upon the shoulders of 
a companion, and he buried his face and 
the expression of his grief from the sight 
of men. 


In 11 minutes a.nd 28 seconds all ac- 


tion, had ceased and the Currant case 
was ended 
The physic-Jans detected no 


respiration after the drop. During the 
first minute afterward the pulse regis- 
tered 67; during- the sex'enth minute 36 
and the tenth minute 30. The body wa» 
placed In a black pine box. Later the 
cap was removed and ihe corpse en- 
closed in a casket provided by the family.

The coffin with the 
contents was taken immediately to San 
Francisco by an undertaker. 


Dun-ant's crimes were peculiar In their 


atrocity, from any point of view. He 
was reared in a Christian home, an<S un- 
til the time of his.arrest was regarded 
as a model young man of industrious 
habits, who was trying to work his way 
Ihrough a medical coltege. The only 
characteristic that seemed marked in 
his nature -was his piety. He had been 
a prominent member of the Emanuel 
Baptist church for several years and 
"for 
& yea,r previous to his arrest had 


been assistant superintendent of the 
Sunday school. In this capacity he made 
the acquaintance of Blanche Lament 
and of Minnie Williams, both of whom 
were destined to be murdered by htm 
In the church where they worshipped 
together. 


Some of the ladles of Emanuel church 


were engaged in decorating the edifice 
preparatory to the celebration of the 
Easter Sunday services, when Ihe man- 
gted body of Minnie Williams was found, 
almost naked, in the library. A number 
of ugrly knife wounds and some raga 
that had been forced down the young 
woman's throat told of the unequal 
struggle she had made to protect her 
honor.

Dun & Co. Say That 1897 Has the Record 


of History. 


New York, Jan. 8.—In failures 1897 was 


nol only the best year since 1892, but on 
the whole the best ever definitely known, 
say Dun & Co. With 13,522 failures, in 
number 11.5 percent less than 1896, and 
$1*2,581,771 defaluted liabilities, 34 per- 
cenl less than in 1896. lh« year's banking 
failures counted for J28.249.700, and the 
commercial failures were but 13,351, with 
liabilities of J154,332,071, the average per 
failure being only $n.5;'>9, the lowest ever 
known except in 1892. The returns by 
branches of business show that in 15 out 
of 28 classes the failures were lower than 
In any previous year of which there is 
record, with especially large decrease in 
the great number of unclassified manu- 
facturing and trading failures. More- 
over, the year showed remarkable de- 
crease as some other prosperous years 
have shown Increase, comparing the 
second with the firsl half. 


The cotton manufacture is a little en- 


couraged by larger demand for goods 
eince the reduction in prices, and the 
abstention of buyers for months past 
has probably .been due i" large measure 
to expectation of that reduction: but 
with the certainty that the print cloth 
works are to continue, prices have fur- 
ther declined to 2'/4 cents. The woolen 
and worsted mUls are both buying wool 
quite largely at prices probably close 
to the best, for reports which declared 
there Were no concessions a month ago 
are now rejoicing that recent ragged- 
ness in prices has passed away. Be- 
hind all the market reports there Is the 
fact that consumption of wool ha« for 
about five months been the largest ever 
known, and the buying Indicates, as does 
thi' demand for such heavyweight goods 
ns have been opened, that a satisfactory 
haH year Is cxpi'ote-d. Prices so far paid 
are said to be from 20 to 30 peroent hln'ier 
than a year ago. with wool from 50 in M 
percent higher, but the buying is thus far 
encouraging.

"To the editor: 
I see by your paper 


that O'Connell has been sending pieces 
to you for publication. I wish you to do 
me the same favor that you have him. 
Iu regard to the testimony of Davis, 
Curtis and Seheneck, they did not tes- 
tify thai I «aid I drank with O'Connell 
at 6:30 or at any other time that nig-ht. 
Now, what I should tike to have O'Con- 
nell tell the public Is who did he buy 
that pint of whiskey for at 4:30 that 
night and whose money paid for it. 
I am sure it could not have b«en O'Con- 
n-ell's, for he had no money. 
If O'Con- 


nell will tellwho paid for that pint and 
who drank it with him I think the pub- 
lic would feel differently towards me. 
I want to thank Sheriff Chenery and Mr. 
Richardson for their kindness towards 
me, also all the officers connected with 
my trial and detention."

He is thought to havr 
relatives in Maiden, but who they are 
nobody knows.
